2. The total revenue for 1933-34 amounted to £P. 3,985,493 or £P. 1,125,748 over the esti¬ 
mate for the year and fiP.969.575 over the total revenue for the preceding year. The total ex¬ 
penditure for 1933-34 amounted to £P.2,704,856 or £P.i43,562 under the estimate for the year 
and £P. 188,462 over the total expenditure for the preceding year. In 1933-34 therefore the total 
revenue exceeded the total expenditure by £P.i, 28 o ,637; and the surplus of £P.i, 230,296 at the 
1st April, 1933, was increased to £P.2,5io,932 at the 31st March, 1934.

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4 . Before commenting in detail on the factors contributing to the satisfactory financial 
position it should be explained that this has been achieved despite three successive bad agricult¬ 
ural seasons. The agricultural seasons of 1931 and 1932 were bad and were followed by light 
and a badly distributed rainfall in the winter of 1932-33. During the past year in the Beer- 
sheba area the winter cereal crops did not mature, the eastern areas of Northern Palestine pro¬ 
duced little, and in the greater part of Galilee a total failure was recorded; the summer crops 
were extremely poor. Fruit and vegetable crops were uniformly bad and the olive crop — one 
of the mainstays of a great proportion of the hill farmers — failed. Natural grazing was scarce 
generally owing to the continued shortage in the tainfall. Livestock was already in an emaciated 
condition owing to the previous years of drought and the continuance of drought conditions du¬ 
ring the greater part of the previous winter caused severe losses in stock in the Autumn and 
Winter of 1933 - 34 . The position was such that it became necessary to take steps to relieve the 
resultant distress and considerable remissions of revenue were made in consequence. The relief 
afforded took the form of remission of the tithe and animal tax and direct relief measures in the 
f or m of employment on construction works etc., at a total cost of £P. 268,308, viz:—

In addition, Seed and Fodder Loans were issued to the extent of £P. 76,863. 

The total tithe collections were £P. 57,720 or £P. 67,280 below the estimated receipts for the 
year but that estimate was based on anticipated collections and not on the tithe assessment which 
amounted to £P. 267,798, in addition to which a sum of £P. 111,075 was in arrear from previous 
years. The total arrears at the 31st March, 1934, amounted to £P. 107,094. 

5. Notwithstanding the set back in agriculture revenue continued to expand. The principal 
reason for this was an extraordinary increase in the importation of commodities liable to customs 
import duty to meet the needs of the rapidly expanding population of the country. 

6. The continued increase in the Jewish population through immigration has created an 
unprecedented demand for houses which in some parts of the country, more notably in Haifa and 
Tel-Aviv, has resulted in a boom in land transactions and in the building industry. According 
to the Director of Customs, Excise and Trade approximately £P. 5,600,000 is estimated to have 
been invested in buildings (including business and industrial premises) during 1933. 

7. A further important factor in the economic improvement is the continued expansion of 
the citrus industry in Palestine. During 1933-34 the total number of cases exported was 
5,414,000 which compares with 4,360,000 in 1932-33 and 3,650,000 in the previous year. Prices 
generally were favourable and Palestine’s position in European markets seems assured. 

8. The total value of the exports of Palestine produce, excluding citrus fruit, declined in 
1933 by £P. 87,670 as compared with the preceding year, but a considerable amount of imported 
capital is slowly finding its way into industry. The Director of Customs, Excise and Trade in 
his report for 1933 states that during that year 89 new Companies with a registered capital of 
£P. 540,000 were registered and 15 Companies increased their capital from £P. 87,000 to £P. 
180,000 as compared with the year 1932 during which 57 new Companies with a capital of £P. 
342,000 were registered and 3 Companies increased their capital from £P. 18,000 to £P. 41,000. 
Idle capital is however still lying with the Banks which at the 31st March last held deposits totalling 
some £P. 12V2 million as compared with £P. 7 million at the 31st March, 1933; and a considerable 
portion of this should be available for investment as local industries develop and expand.

9. It is interesting to note that the circulation of Palestine currency increased from a total 
of £P. 2,821,664 at'the 31st March, 1933. to £P. 4,069,664 at the 31st March, 1934, or by £P. 
1,248,000 during the year.

The year under review saw a very large increase in the number of motor vehicles placed 
on the roads.

Owing to the failure of pastures the mortality among livestock was heavy and collections of 
Animal Tax fell below the estimate by £P. 10 , 761 . The continuance of the drought necessitated 
the remission in 1934 of 75 °/o of the tax, estimated at £P. 21 , 000 ; but the relief afforded by this 
remission did not affect the year under review as collections, normally commencing in March, did 
not commence this year until April. 

Owing to the widespread failure of crops due to the third successive year of drought and 
to the prevailing low prices obtainable for the cereal crop, notwithstanding the protective increases 
introduced in the Customs Tariff on wheat and flour in the interest of the local farmer, it was 
found necessary to grant a total remission of the tithe on summer crops and to remit part of the 
tithe on winter crops, as follows:— 


(a) A remission of 25 V 0 in respect of low prices; 

(b) An additional remission of 33 1 / 3 °/o on the reduced assessment after remission under 
(a) in cases where the partial failure of winter crops of individual villages was approximately 
one-third or more; 

(c) An additional remission of 45 V 0 in the Northern District, 35 */# in the Jerusalem 
District and 15 */# in the Southern District of the reduced aggregate assesssment of tithe on winter 
crops after remissions under (a) and (b) in approved cases of individual villages where owing to 
a partial or complete failure of winter crops the crops were insufficient to meet the needs of 
human or animal consumption of the village or to provide a surplus for disposal for the payment 
of Government taxes. 


The remissions did not supply to the commuted tithe payable in

In certain areas the crop failure approximated 75 •/§. It was therefore decided not to press 
for collection of tithe in the areas concerned, either in respect of arrears or current assessment. 

The increase of iP. 25.160 over the estimated revenue from Stamp Duties reflects the upward 
trend of business and is a fairly reliable index of prevailing conditions. 

The increase in Excise Duty on Tobacco from iP. 205.015 in 1932-33 to iP. 230,485 in 
1933-34 is mainly due to the increased consumption of cigarettes. The actual figures of output of 
factories for the financial year are not yet available; but the output of cigarettes increased from 
478,022 kilos in 1932 to 537,348 kilos in 1933 . One new tobacco factory was opened in 1933 
but there was a decrease of one in the number of snuff factories and the number of all factories 
engaged in the manufacture of Tobacco and Cigarettes, Tombac and Snuff remained at thirteen. 
The Excise Duty on Heisheh tobacco was reduced from 350 mils to 150 mils per kilo and the 
annual licence fee for a factory manufacturing Heisheh tobacco only was fixed at £P >50 under 
the Tobacco Ordinances, 1925 - 1933 , enacted on the 23 rd August, 1933 . Orders prohibiting the 
growing of Heisheh tobacco except within the administrative boundaries of Beersheba Sub-Dis¬ 
trict and exempting Heisheh tobacco grown within these boundaries from the provisions of the 
Tobacco Ordinances, 1925 - 1933 , were also enacted with effect from the 1 st October, 1933 . 

The increase in Excise Duty on Wine and Spirit from fP. 39.604 in 1932-33 to SP. 45 JI 9 
in 1933-34 was due to the general increase in production for home consumption, as shown in the 
following table relating to the years 1932 and 1933 : —

The large increase in deliveries of wine for home consumption is partly due to the increase 
in the population, but mainly to the following reductions in duty which took effect from the 
16 th March, 1933 :— 

(a) Wine not exceeding 15 degrees of alcohol reduced from 6 to 3 mils per litre; 

(b) Wine exceeding 15 degrees of alcohol but not exceeding 25 degrees reduced from 
12 to 8 mils per litre. 


The increase of £P. 12,897 under Pines and Forfeitures is mainly due to the forfeiture of 
deposits taken by Consular Officers in Europe and Immigration Officers locally from persons 
obtaining visas for or entering Palestine as travellers who subsequently overstayed the period for 
which the visas were granted or the period for which they were permitted to stay by the local 
Immigration Authorities. The revenue on this account during the year under review amounted 
to £P. 8,370 as under:—

The remainder of the increase is due to fines and forfeitures by the Customs Authorities and the 
Courts and is to a large extent reflected in the increased collections from Customs Duties and 
Court Fees.

In accordance with the proviaiona of the Citrus Fruits Advertisement Ordinance, 1933 , the 
revenue derived from the fee levied on cases of exported citrus fruits is to be devoted to the 
expenses of an advertising campaign. The fees collected amounted to £P. 7,849 and were placed 
to the credit of an Advertising Fund, from which were met certain initial expenses of the 

advertising service. The balance standing to the credit of the fund at the 31 st March, 1934 was 

£P. 5 , 186 ; but commitments have already been incurred in respect of the balance. 

The increase in Customs Overtime fees is off-set by payments to departmental officers en¬ 
gaged on overtime services. The congestion at Jaffa Port was mainly responsible for this increase 

although a considerable portion of the cargo destined for Jaffa was diverted to Haifa, where, des¬ 
pite the Transit Shed accommodation provided in the new Harbour, a certain amount of congest¬ 
ion also occurred which was accentuated when the export of citrus fruits commenced. A new 
transit shed is now in course of construction. 

The increase in the fees derived from the registration of Companies and Partnerships was 
due to industrial and general business expansion; while the larger number of immigrants accounts 
for the increased receipts from Quarantine and Immigration Fees. 

Receipts from Land Registry fees during the year ended 31 st March, 1934 , amounted to 

SP-239.55* or £P.i59.55* over the estimate of which £P- 74,922 was collected in the period 1 st 
January to 31 st March, 1934 .

Apart from the transfer of two large agricultural areas embracing 11,985 dunams, the bulk 
of the land transactions were in respect of urban and suburban building plots owing mainly to 
the requirements of monied settlers. Land values rose considerably during the year in Tel-Aviv 
and Haifa, and to some extent in other urban areas. There was also a general tendency for 
prices to advance principally in areas suitable for intensive cultivation. 

Warehouse rents were larger than anticipated owing to the increased volume of trade and 
the necessity owing to lack of adequate storage accommodation for reducing the period of “free* 
storage and for increasing the rates. ' 

Receipts from Plant Fumigation fees amounted to £ P. 618 as compared with the estimate of 
£P. 16 , 500 . It should be explained that the fee charged is designed to cover the cost of fumi¬ 
gation of citrus trees undertaken in accordance with the provisions of the Plant Protection Ordi¬ 
nance, 1924 . The cost of the service is shown under Head XIII, item 111 — Eradication # of Pests 
and Diseases -and a sum of' £P. 9,354 was expended daring the year, the remaining sum of 
£P. 1,000 being utilised for general entomological investigations. The service is per f or m ed under 
contract by the Imperial Chemical Industries Ltd.

Considerable difficulty has always been experienced in collecting fees for the service. In 
the year under review, as a result of representations made, Government agreed that where the fee 
in respect of fumigation services rendered in 1933 was in excess of £P. 5 citrus growers should 
be allowed to make payment in four equal quarterly instalments. Fees of £P. 5 and under are 
payable on demand as were also cutstanding fees in respect of previous years. Nevertheless 
demands for payment met with little or no response and steps are being taken to enforce payment 
through the Courts. Action has already been taken in regard to arrears but judgments have not 

been executed except in very few cases. The amount unpaid at the 31 st March, 1934 , was £P.

The Entomological Service endeavours to induce aa many grove owners as possible either 
to set up their own fumigation outfits or to make private contracts with fumigation companies. 
To some extent that policy has succeeded and the estimated expenditure of £P. 16,500 was by 
this means redneed to £P. 9,354. 

Increases of a more fortuitous nature were recorded under Items 23. Reimbursements, 
Miscellaneous, and 27. Sale of Departmental Stores. The first was due to an underestimate 
and includes some £P. 1,100 in respect of passage rebates, while the second includes receipts 
from the sale of motor vehicle number plates and licence holders (required under the provisions 
of the Road Transport Ordinance, 1929) to the extent of £P. 2,093 and £P- 2,673 in respect of 
the sale of old iron at Acre transferred from a deposit account 

Head V. Posts and Telegraphs — Over the Estimate £P. 61,543. 

15. Revenue from Posts and Telegraphs amounted to £P. 287,843 and was £P. 61,543 in 
excess of the estimate. Increases were recorded under all items except that providing for 
Reimbursement in respect of the Air Force Telegraph Line in Sinai which is based on the actual 
cost of maintenance. 

The largest increases occurred under Parcel Post receipts £P. 3,933; Sale of Stamps £P. 
37,540 and Telephones £P. 14,482, all of which accurately reflect the prevailing economic 
situation. 

The total revenue from the Posts and Telegraphs Department for 1933-34 exceeded the 
expenditure on recurrent and extraordinary services for the year by £P. 93,111; but the Depart¬ 
ment does not bear any debt charges in respect of the capital expenditure of £P. 188,126 from 
Loan Funds or the cost of construction of buildings from Public Works Votes. 

Head VI. Revenue from Government Property—Under the Estimate £P.2,98o. 

16* Revenue from Government property amounted to £P, 14,420 against an estimate of £P. 
17,400. All items except “Miscellaneous” show decreases- The fall in receipts from State Domains 
is due to the remission of £P. 1,936 in respect of rental tithe. 

Mining rents and royalties produced £P. 1,679 and fell short of expectations by £P. 821. 

Head VII. Interest— Over the Estimate £P. 13,896. 

17. The revenue received from Interest on Government funds exceeded the estimate by 
£P. 13,896, reaching a total of £P. 56,896, of which fP.54.496 was derived from the investment of 
surplus balances by the Crown Agents for the Colonies. 

At the 31st March, 1934, fiP.651.ooo was invested in the Joint Colonial Fund and £P. 
1,696,288 was invested in stock. The amount held in the Joint Colonial Fund represents uhat 
part of the surplus balance which may be required within the next year or two although at the 
31st March last a larger sum than would otherwise be required was kept in the Fund at the 
rail of Government to finance approved Loan Works pending the issue of the new Loan; and 
throughout the year the Fund paid interest on monthly balances calculated at the rate of 2*/« 
per cent per annum. The annual yield on the cost price of investments averaged 3.49 per cent, 
(excluding brokerage and commission on purchase and sale of investments of say >/« per cent) 
and the middle market prices of stock on the 31st March, 1934, show a total appreciation of 
£P.28,9i5 as compared with their cost price 

Interest derived from other sources amounted to £P.2,i3i and was underestimated. Interest 
received from Agricultural, Seed and other Loans made to cultivators was formerly credited to a 
deposit account; but the procedure was changed at the end of 1932-33 after the estimate for 
1933-34 had been framed. 

Head VIII. Miscellaneous—Over the Estimate fiP.66.337.

18. Revenue from Miscellaneous sources amounted to £P. 121,337 and shows an increase of 

£ P.66,33 7, of which ^profits from currency account for £P.40»ooo, and appreciation of investments 
for fiP.23.016. ' 

The former item represents Palestine’s share in the profits of the Currency for 1932-33 
resulting from investment income* etc., as shown in the Report of the Palestine Currency Board for the 
year ended 31st March, 1933; while the latter is due to the exercise of standing regulations which 
require that the value of investments shall be recorded at the current middle market price in 
London on the 31st March of the year of account 

The Report of the Palestine Currency Board for the year ended the 31st March, 1933, shows 
that the value of the Currency Reserve Fund at the 31st March, 1933, namely £3,009,403.6.tod., 
and the market value of silver in coin in circulation at the 31st March, 1933, namely £53,917.x 3 - 7 ^» 
exceeded the total coins and notes in circulation at that date, namely £2,821,664 by the sum 


of £341,657.0.5(1.; and that in additionasum of£316,333.15.9d.waa held in the Investment Reserve Fund. 
It also shows that the sum of £113.926 6.4d. was derived during the year 1933-33 from Interest on 
current account and loans at call and short notice. Dividends on Investments, Discount of Treasury 
bills, Premium on currency issued, Under-writing commission, etc.; that the net profit on the sale of 
investments amounted to £12,582.3.24.; that the cost of management of the Palestine Cur¬ 
rency Board both in England and locally amounted to £i,i25.i4.6d.; that the net expenses of 
manufacture of notes and the supply of notes and coin during the year amounted to £ 1,239.14.4d.; 
and that the profit for the year ended the 31st March, 1933, amounted to f124.143-0.8d. 

Head IX. Land Sales— Over the Estimate £P.21,109. 

19. Receipts from Land Sales amounted to £ P.26,609 of which sales of Beisah Lands at 
£P.24,774 exceeded the estimate by £P. 19,774 owing to further repayments of the transfer price 
of lands under the Ghor Mudawara agreement by transferees who were allowed to dispose of 
their holdings. The increase af £P. 1,335 under receipts from the sale of State Domains is due to 
an under-estimate of these sales.

The unexpended balance of £P. 1,734.194 mils will 
be adjusted by a reduction of the issues of the grant-in-aid for the year 1934-35. 

Head XI. Colonial Development Fund. 

21. A sum of £P-24,oo6 was received from the Colonial Development Fund to cover the 
cost of an aerial survey of a possible railway route between Haifa and Baghdad by a party of 
the Royal Engineers. Disbursements on this account are shown under Expenditure Head XXXIII.

There were excesses under items of expenditure during the year aggregating £ P.210,601. 
On the other hand there were savings under items of expenditure during the year aggregating 
£P* 354 »i 63 - The actual expenditure was therefore £P.i43,562 under the Estimates. 

The causes leading to reduction in expenditure are many and varied and while it is not 
claimed that they are the result of any declared programme of economy they can be said to have 
resulted from a strict control of expenditure. The result has been achieved despite the issue of 
many Special Warrants for unforeseen services. 


The remarks placed against items of expenditure in Appendix 1(b) explain the reasons for 
most of the savings and excesses shown and comment herein is therefore confined to major 
matters of interest concerning expenditure incurred during the year, excluding for the moment 
those services met from Loan Funds, or advances made in anticipation of the issue of the 
proposed Loan. 

The total expenditure for the year ended the 31 st March, 1934 , amounted to fP. 2 j 04.856 
as compared with the estimate of £P. 2 , 848 , 4 i 8 and was £P. 143,562 under the estimate. The 
extent of savings and excesses on votes for the year is shown as under: —

23 . The Secretariat found it necessary to apply for further funds under the vote for Tele¬ 
grams, Telephones and Postage to cover additional expenditure incurred during the October 
disturbances; and the additional expenditure incurred amounted to £P. 853 . It was also neces¬ 
sary to employ additional clerical assistance at a cost of £P. 4 i 5 . 

Head V. District Administration—Under the Estimate £P. 2,330.

24 . The District Administration was also forced to apply for additional funds to meet 
expenditure arising from the disturbances in addition to those necessitated by the agricultural 
situation, etc., with the result that the Transport and Travelling vote was exceeded by LP. 300 
and the vote for Telegrams, Telephones and Postage was exceeded by fP- 395 . The additipnal 

expenditure was mainly incurred by the Northern District.

Head VII. Judicial Department—Under the Estimate £P.3J7o. 

> 

25 . The Judicial Department incurred excess expenditure amounting to £P .222 on assum¬ 
ing responsibility for expenditure on the Municipal Bench at Tel-Aviv. The fees and fines 
received by the Bench are credited to Government revenue. The expenditure covers the salaries of 
one clerk, one process server and the rent and cost of cleaning of the office. The Court is 
administered by a bench of honorary magistrates and Government's assumption of responsibility 
for the necessary upkeep is conditional on the continuance of this administration. 

Further unforeseen expenditure was incurred under this Head in respect of the salaries 
paid to the members of the Sharia Courts. The provision inserted in the Estimates was made 
on the assumption that provision would be made for the grant of pensionable status to certain 
officers of the Courts during 1933-34 bat tlie Sharia Courts Pensions Ordinance (1934) , is only 
now being enacted and certain officers who had reached the retiring age remained in their posts 
and continued to draw salaries in excess of the amounts provided, thus causing the Estimates 
to be exceeded by a sum of £P. 69 i.

Head X. Customs, Excise and Trade— Over the Estimate £P. 1,205. 

26 . The new services which were necessary for the new Harbour at Haifa and the general 
increase in the volume of trade caused considerable excess on existing sub-heads under Customs, 
Excise and Trade and created the need for certain new items. Expenditure under the vote for 
Personal Emoluments was exceeded by £P. 7 ,i 66 to cover temporary Clerical Staff, the appointment 
of Cranemen, an additional Pilot and Port Officer, additional Customs Guards and Boatmen, the 
Masters, Chief Engineer, Second Engineer and crews of the Tugs, and the payment of overtime 
to the Customs staff; while under Other Charges excesses were caused on the following sub-heads: —

During the year a separate section of the Department of Customs, Excise and Trade was 
formed to undertake the administration of the draft Bankruptcy Ordinance, 1931 , and an Officer 
of the Department was appointed as Official Receiver in Bankruptcy, combining with those duties 
those of Receiver of Companies. The expenditure on this service during the nine months from 
the 1 st July, 1933 , amounted to £P- 347 -

Head XI. Department of Health—Under the Estimate £P.i,3i6. 

27 . The Department of Health recorded a net saving of £P.i, 3 i 6 on the total of the ap¬ 
proved Estimates, mainly due to savings under Personal Emoluments caused by delayed appoint¬ 
ments, replacements on lower salaries and savings on open labour votes. These factors also caused 
savings on the votes for Cost of Living and Transport and Travelling. 

The Ophthalmic Service was extended during the year by the establishment of centres at 
Majdal and Hebron and the opening of six village clinics. Inadequate provision for this extend¬ 
ed service made it necessary to grant an additional £P .248 under the vote for Railway Fares 
and Freight > 

Expansion was also undertaken of the scheme for village sanitation by the installation of 
latrines in the villages of the hookworm area associated with citrus cultivation in the Jaffa Dis¬ 
trict and in connection with the Ophthalmic campaign in Hebron and Majdal. A modified type 
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of pit latrine has also been installed in hill villages. The additional funds made available under 
Item iso of the Estimates proved insufficient to meet the full cost of construction and installa¬ 
tion of the latrines by reason of the fact that provision was made for the net cost of the work 
after the receipt of the fifty per cent, contribution payable by villagers. It was necessary in order 
to comply with financial regulations to charge the full cost to the vote and to credit receipts to 
Revenue; and the apparent excess of £ P.300 is due to this cause. 

In July, 1933 411 epidemic of small-pox occurred in the Majdal area and measures taken to 
control the outbreak necessitated an expenditure of £P. 124. In February, 1934 an outbreak occur¬ 
red in the Beisan District which cost £P«46. In January and February, 1934 it became necessary 
to issue food to villagers in various parts of the country, but more especially in the Jerusalem 
District, owing to the cumulative effects of successive bad seasons and the consequent debilitation 
of the agricultural population. The cost of these measures caused excesses under the votes for 
Epidemic Diseases and Relief. In all, Special Warrants for £ P.930 were issued but the total ex¬ 
cess on the two votes was £ P.889 only, including anti small-pox measures. 

Under Item 111 provision was originally made for furniture and equipment of a hospital at 
Tiberias at an estimated cost of £P. 950. Approval for the initial expenditure of a sum of £P. 
500 for this purpose had been given in the previous financial year but was not utilised as the 
project was abandoned in favour of a new hospital at Safad. The Estimates had, however, already 
been framed and, on the assumption that the sum voted in 1932-33 would be spent, provision for 
the completion of the task of furnishing and equipping the Tiberias hospital was inserted in the 
sum of £P.950 only. When, therefore, it was decided to have the hospital at Safad the provision 
of £ P.950 proved insufficient and it became necessary to revote the sum of £P.50o approved for 
but unspent on the Tiberias hospital in 1932-33. 

There were no material additions to the voluntary hospitals maintained by societies but a 
considerable increase in private surgical and general hospitals took place as also in the number 
of maternity hospitals conducted by private practitioners. These did not, however, involve 
Government in expenditure. 

The approved grant of £P.3,700 to Jewish services was fully expended in providing a con¬ 
tribution of £P.i,7oo on a maintenance basis to the tuberculosis hospital of the Hadassah Medical 
Association at Safad; a grant of £P. 1,500 towards the cost of the School Hygiene and Ophthalmic 
Services; and a grant of £P.500 to the Infant Welfare Sendee of the Jewish Agency. 

Hbad XII. Education—Under the Estimate £P.5 ,4i9. 

28. The vote for Education contained provision for departmental expansion by the appoint¬ 
ment of seventy new teachers and for additional class space. Forty of the teachers were required 
to deal with the increase in the number of first admissions to Arab town schools and thirty to 
supply existing deficiencies in the staffs of Urban and Rural Schools. As a consequence school 
places were found for 1,500 pupils in the lowest class, additional to the number accepted in the 
previous year. Delays occurred, however, in the provision of additional accommodation and con¬ 
sequently in appointing the additional staff: the vote for Personal Emoluments thus showed a 
saving of £P.i,2i5. During the year increased accommodation in State Domain Buildings as 
distinct from hirings was afforded in nine Arab town day-schools. 

The provision in the approved Estimates for grants-in-aid of schools of the Palestine Jewish 
Agency was increased from £P. 19,190 in 1932-33 to fP.25.254 in 1933-34 and was fully expended. 
Expenditure on this project has since been increased to £P.28,ooo, the revised basis being the 
estimated increase in the ratio of Jewish to total school population and the increase in actual 
expenditure by Government on education in tlie school year 1932-33, including services rendered 
by other Departments but excluding expenditure on Jewish schools or on educational objects res¬ 
tricted to a particular community. * 

Grants-in-aid to non-Government schools show a tendency to increase. The allocation of 
grants was increased by £ P.2 00 to £P. 3,400 in 1933-34 and was again increased by £ P.3 00 in 
1934-35. Grants are given on a per capita basis of 200 mils per elementary pupil per annum 
and of 500 mils per secondary pupil per annum. The expenditure exceeded the provision in the 
Estimates by £P- 545 ° mils. 

The sum provided under Item 67 for additional accommodation for town elementary schools 
under the approved scheme for extra accommodation included the cost of hirings as well as of 
new State Domain buildings. The amount required for construction was therefore transferred to 
the Public Works Extraordinary Votes supplementing provision already made under Items Nos. 
as, 25, trj and 29* The total works carried out by the Public Works Department were:—

Head XIII. Department of Agriculture and Forests—Under the Estimate fP.1,581. 

29. Extensions were made to the Agricultural Stations at Acre, Jericho and Farradiya and 
to the Horticultural Station at AcTe, while a new Horticultural Station was established at Nablus 
and preliminary works were carried out in connection with a further Station at Farwaneh. 

Work was also commenced on the establishment of a Citrus Demonstration Station at Sara- 

fand at an estimated cost of £P.8,300 of which £P.2,coo was provided under Item 148 of the 
Agricultural Estimates and £P.6,300 by Special Warrant (£P. 170 under Agriculture Item No. 165 
and £P.6,i30 under Public Works Extraordinary Item No. 14a). Land has been purchased and 
ploughed and construction work is in hand. The block vote of £P.2,ooo shown in the Agricul¬ 
tural Estimates (Item 148) was, however, broken up in order that the purely agricultural recur¬ 
rent services might be separated from the capital costs of buildings, etc.,which are being construct¬ 
ed by the Public Works Department and are shown under Item 14a of Head XXX. The actual 
expenditure under the Agricultural and Public Works Extraordinary Heads on this Station was:—

A sum of £P. 1,433 shown under Item 137 of Head XIII in the 1934-35 Estimates for 
the cost of upkeep of the Station and continuation of construction is provided for under Item 8 
of Head XXVIII. The necessary staff is provided for in the Personal Emoluments vote of the 
Department of Agriculture. , 

A new Poultry Station was also established at Majdal at a cost of £P.8o2 of which £P-379 
was expended under the Agricultural votes and £P.423 under Public Works Extraordinary. 

The votes for Upkeep of Agricultural and Horticultural Stations (Items 108 and 109) were 
augmented by £P.5i8 and £^P. 1,400 respectively in order to provide for the maintenance of these 
enlarged and new Stations.

The cost of the Fruit Inspection Service was estimated at £P.2,500, but was exceeded by a 
»ura of £P.i, 327* The receipts from this service (see Item 3 of Revenue Head IV) were £P. 
3,724. When the Estimates were framed, the forecast of die export of citrus was 4,000,000 cases 
but the actual exports amounted to 5,414,000 cases and it became necessary to engage additional 
staff to cope with the increase.

A sum of £P.498 was required to supplement the vote for Stock Breeding Service (Item 
13 8 ) owing to the shortage of foodstuffs at Agricultural Stations necessitating the purchase of 
supplies. '

1 Under Item 143—Purchase of Agricultural Machinery—a sum of SP.1,037 was expended, 
the increase over the approved estimate of £P.i6o being occasioned by the leasing of an addition¬ 
al area of 1,000 dunums for the Agricultural Station at Acre for the production of improved 
seed for distribution to farmers The new area is six kilometres distant from the Station 

and it was not possible therefore to make the appliances already in use serve the needs of the 
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new area, and in any case they were already fully employed. It is hoped that the extension of 
the Station will result in the increase in production of wheat and barley, leguminous seeds and 
maize by 40, 15 to 20 and 20 to 25 tons respectively in the first year's cultivation and the 
revenue from the sale of seed should be sufficient to meet the recurrent costs of the Station- 

A sum of £P.i 65 was also expended on machinery, etc., for the new Citrus Demonstration 
Grove at Sarafand (Item 165) and £P.20o for the installation of well pumping machinery at the 
Acre Stud Farm (Item 167). 

Items 141 (a to c) and 164 to 173 represent unforeseen expenditure on new services not 
provided for in the Estimates. The provision for Firearms and Ammunition under Item 141a 
was for the purpose of arming Fishery Guards. The revolvers and ammunition carried by them 
were formerly supplied by the Palestine Police but the practice was discontinued by authority 
and the Director of Agriculture was instructed to insert provision in his Departmental Votes. 
Item 141b is, as already explained, part of the provision made in the Estimates under Item 148. 
Item 141c has already been referred to earlier in this Report. The amount expended thereunder 
is equivalent to the fees collected during the year under Section 2 of the Citrus Fruit Adverti¬ 
sement Ordinance, 1933, and has been transferred to the Deposit Account kept in the name of 
the Fund. Of these collections a sum of £P*2,663 had been expended at the 31st March and 
charged direct to the Fund Account- 

Item 164 represents Government’s contribution to the Anglo-Palestine Exhibition which was 
held in London during the early summer. 

Item 166 covered at a cost of £P. 399 the additional cement channels required for the ir¬ 
rigation of 100 additional dunums of land at Jericho and the reconstruction of existing channels 
to cope with the larger volume of water required by reason of the Station’s extension. 

Item 167 covered a sum of £P.200 expended on connecting the windmill pump and poultry 
section at the Stud Farm at Acre with the electric supply of the Palestine Electric Corporation 
and the re-wiring of the farm buildings. The extension of the Station involves the use of a 
greater volume of water for irrigation and the old pump was too small to give the requisite 
supply. 

Provision was made by Special Warrant in the sum of £P.83 under Item 168 to cover the cost of 
potatoes and vegetable seeds from abroad and 10 native ploughs and 5 harrows for the maintenance of 
some 350 small agricultural demonstration plots. The amount provided in the Estimates for Demonstra¬ 
tion Work (Item 106) covered the recurrent expenses on nine large demonstration plots or co-operative 
farms of 75 dunums each which were already in existence but made no provision for the estab¬ 
lishment of the smaller plots. It is desired to foster the local cultivation of potatoes and to 
reduce the need for the present large-scale importations. 

Item 169 covered at a cost of £P.i50 the purchase of six incubators, and the necessary 
equipment for the six district Poultry Demonstration Stations at Farradiya, Safad, Nablus, Hebron, 
Beersheba and Gaza. The use of incubators advances the hatching season and provides the fel¬ 
lah with pullets which will lay early in the Autumn and during the Winter months instead of 
in the Spring and during the Summer months when eggs are plentiful and cheap.

Head XVI. Antiquities Department—Over the Estimate £P.47 i. 

30. During the present year the Department of Antiquities is moving into the new Museum 
building, the construction of which has been rendered possible by the generosity of Mr. John C. 
Rockefeller, Junior. ij 

In August, 1933 the Director of Antiquities submitted a report on the Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre in which he recommended the appointment of an expert to carry out a technical survey 
of the Church in order to ascertain whether the fabric could withstand the re-erection of the dome 
which was damaged during the 1927 earthquake. It was consequently decided to engage the 
services of Mr. William Harvey to undertake this work, as he had prepared the design for the 
new dome, and his son was engaged to assist him. During 1933-34 a sum of £P.750 was expend¬ 
ed in fees to the experts, the payment of salaries and wages to staff and incidental expenses on 
passages and travelling; while £P.899 was expended under the vote for Public Works Extraord¬ 
inary (Item 15a) on temporary works required to render the structure secure pending the main 
work of restoration. It is hoped to recover the whole or part of this expenditure. 

The reports submitted by the experts showed that the whole structure was in serious danger 
of collapse and temporary shoring was necessary before the main work of restoration could be 
put in hand. Funds were, therefore, made available for this purpose and the services of the ex¬ 
perts retained during execution of the work. Consideration of the larger scheme of restoration is 
still proceeding. 


The experts were also commissioned to report on the condition of the Basilica of the Church 
of the Nativity but no expenditure on this work was incurred during the year. 

Head XX. Department op Development—Under the Estimate £P'i,9i5. 

31* The new sub-Department under the Department of Development formed in 1932 to 
foster the co-operative movement completed its first full year. The provision made in the Esti¬ 
mates proved insufficient to cover the needs of the Registrar and most votes were augmented, 
the total increase under recurrent expenditure amounting to £P.230. Under non-recurrent expend¬ 
iture a sum of £P-325 was expended on the grant of an honorarium to Mr. C.F. Strickland on the 
termination of his mission in an advisory capacity to the Registrar of Co-operative Societies, and 
£ P.208 on the cost of a visit of the Registrar to India to enquire into the operation of the co¬ 
operative movement in that country. 

Head XXI. Police and Prisons—Under the Estimate £P. 19,346. 

32. Increased provision over the Estimates for 1932-33 in the sum of £^48,214 was made 
in the Estimates of the Palestine Police and Prisons in 1933-34, but a saving of £P. 19,346 was 
effected on the increased provision, as shown below:—

A new item was created under the Police Vote (175a) to cover the cost of motor vehicle 
numberplates and licence-holders at a cost of £ P.2,2 50. The Regulations under the Road Trans¬ 
port Ordinance, 1929, provide for a type of number-plate different from that previously in use 
and also for the introduction of the English system of exhibiting the licence in respect of every 
vehicle in a holder affixed to the windscreen; but the changes were delayed until 1933. The 
Regulations also provide that number-plates and licence-holders shall be obtained by the public 
through the Licensing Authority on payment of fees which are designed to cover the cost, and 
a sum of £ P.2,093 was received in this connection during the year and credited to Revenue 
Head IV, Item 27. 

Head XXII. Department of Immigration—Over the Estimate £P.;o7 . 

33. Owing to the continued influx of immigrants, the Immigration Department was unable 

to deal with applications without increase of staff and on three occasions during the year the 
Director was forced to ask for increases in his vote for temporary clerks. Special Warrants 
amounting in all to £ P.1,300 were issued, but the money so made available was partly off-set by 
savings under other items of Personal Emoluments and the final excess on this sub-head was 
reduced to £P-479. j ' 

Head XXIII. Trans-Jordan Frontier Force—Under the Estimate £P. 12,235. 

34. The votes of the Trans-Jordan Frontier Force showed savings amounting to £P. 12,235. 

A saving of £P.2,o68 cm the cost of maintenance of mechanical transport is due to the late 
arrival of new vehicles and a general reduction of mileage. Savings were also effected on the 
amounts provided for Arms, Ammunition, Uniforms and Clothing (£P.i,9i7) due to reduction in 
prices and establishment since the Estimates were framed. Purchase of Remounts (£P.i,i75) due 
to the re adjustment of establishment, and Replacement of Mechanical Vehicles (£P. 1,117) due to 
the revision of the policy of replacement

The increase of £P.2,432 under Item 104 in respect of the cost of mechanisation of the 
Second Camel Company was due partly to under-estimation of cost and partly to a revote from 
x 93 2 " 33 » The provision made by Special Warrant in 1932-33 was £P.7,322 and the estimated 
cost was £P.9,952. The actual expenditure in 1932-33 was, however, £P.6,095 only and the cost 
proved to be £P. 11,293. Consequently a sum of £P.5,i98 was required to complete purchase and 
delivery, and of this a sum of £P.5,i32 was expended during 1933-34. 

Head XXXI. Trans-Jordan Frontier Force Extraordinary—Under the Estimate£P»5 ,337. 

35. Under the vote for Extraordinary Works (Head XXXI) new items were found neces¬ 
sary to cover:-

Savings to meet these works were found from other items under the same Head of Ex¬ 
penditure. 

It was not found possible to complete the construction of the Men’s Married Quarters in 
the Jordan Area and the unexpended portion amounting to £P. 1,771 will be spent in 1934-35 
against the revoted provision of £P.3,8oO‘ 


Head XXIV. Defence—Under the Estimate £P.28,875. 

36. The vote for Defence shows a saving of £P.i 8,875 but of this £P. 19,000 in respect of 
the purchase of land for cantonments at Sarafand and Air Force Married Quarters at Jerusalem 
was not utilized owing to difficulties encountered in regard to the acquisition of sites. It has 
since been decided to lease the land at Sarafand and steps will be taken to purchase the land 
required for married quarters in Jerusalem as soon as a suitable site is found. 

A sum of £P.io8,ooo was provided in the Estimates to cover the contribution to the Impe¬ 
rial Government towards the excess cost of the British Forces in Palestine and Trans-Jordan over 
the cost of such forces at their normal stations. The amount is paid quarterly on the basis of 
one-fourth of the sum provided in the United Kingdom Estimates as the contribution of Palestine 
towards the cost of defence. But in respect of the fourth quarter the amount is adjusted so as 
to allow for the latest estimates of excess cost received from the War Office and Air Ministry 
and is sufficient to cover the balance of the contribution according to those Estimates. Any 
adjustment necessary on the figures for the last quarter is effected in the subsequent year. Under 
this arrangement the total sum payable during 1933-34 amounted to £P. 101,000 and any adjust¬ 
ment necessary in respect of the last quarter of the year will be effected in 1934-35. On this 
basis there was a saving of £P.7,000 on the amount provided for this service in the Estimates. 

Discussion ensued during the year on the question of the rebates granted to military traffic 
passing over the Palestine Railways. Certain preferential rates had hitherto been in force but on 
examination they were found to be uneconomic, since they failed to cover operation costs. The 
preferential rates have, therefore, been withdrawn and instead, a fixed rebate of 2 5° o has been 
substituted in respect of traffic passing over the system in Palestine; but no rebates are granted 
in respect of traffic passing over the Kantara-Rafa and Hejaz Railways. The matter is to be re¬ 
viewed in the light of operation costs after five years. 


Head XXV. Department of Posts and Telegraphs—Under the Estimate £P.i36. 

37. Owing chiefly to the increased demand for postal facilities at Tel-Aviv, the Personal 
Emoluments vote under the Department of Posts and Telegraphs proved insufficient in respect 
of the provision made for Postmen, Temporary Officers and Overtime. In all, Special Warrants 
amounting to £P. 1,375 wcre issued under these items during the year but savings were effected 
under other items of the vote owing to vacancies in establishment and other causes, and the Per¬ 
sonal Emoluments vote as a whole showed a net saving of £P.i,Q27 during the year. The need 
for increase of staff has been recognised and provided for in the Estimates for 1934-35 as 
follows :— - —

The vote for Rent and Repair of Buildings was exceeded by £ P.1,433 of which £P.697 was 
required to cover an increase in the rent of the Post Office at Haifa, the lease of which fell due 
for renewal on 1st January, 1934. The balance was required for increases in the rents of leased 
buildings is other areas and increased accommodation at Tel-Aviv. 
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Head XXIX Posts and Telegraphs Extraordinary—Over the Estimate £P.7,237. 
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38. Under Head XXIX, Extraordinary Works, the phenomenal increase in the demand for 
telephones necessitated additional expenditure to cover the following requirements:—

main telegraph route in the reclaimed Harbour Area at Haifa. 

Head XXVI. Public Works Department—Under the Estimate £P.i,oi5.

The remarks afforded against items of expenditure by the Public Works Department contain 
sufficient explanation of the increases and decreases recorded thereunder. 

Head XXVII. Public Works Recurrent—Over the Estimate £P. 1,769. 

40. Under Item 2 of Public Works Recurrent a saving of £P. 1,888 was effected on the 
maintenance of mechanical transport owing to the fact that the needed overhaul of vehicles was 
postponed pending the arrival of new vehicles. 

The provision made under Item 4 for the Maintenance of Buildings was exceeded by £P. 
529 owing to the urgent need for essential repairs. The vote has been increased from £P.9,ooo 
to £P.i 1,000 in 1934-35. 

The vote for Rent of Offices and Quarters under Item 8 was exceeded by £P.6,367 owing 
to the need for additional accommodation and increased rentals. The Education Department 
reaped the greatest benefit from this expenditure consequent on the agreed programme of expan¬ 
sion in elementary town schools. i

The estimated cost of the maintenance of roads and bridges proved to be £P. 1,103 in ex¬ 
cess of actual expenditure but payments in respect of sundry works of road resurfacing were 
delayed until 1934-35 and the apparent saving is really only a postponement of expenditure. 

Under Item 12 the year’s expenditure proved to be £P. 1,779 short of the estimate owing to 
the fact that less resurfacing than was anticipated was carried out in the Jerusalem area and the 
old port approach roads in Haifa were abandoned in favour of new roads constructed from Loan 
Funds. 

Head XXX. Public Works Extraordinary—Under the Estimate £P-31,394. 

/ 
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41. The approved provision of £P. 165,753 under Public Works Extraordinary was in ex¬ 
cess of actual expenditure by a sum of £P-31,394 although new items on which a sum of £P. 
29,688 was expended were added during the year. 

When the Draft Estimates for 1934-35 were forwarded to the Secretary of State the revotes 
required were stated to amount to £P.38,6o7 but actual expenditure during 1933-34 now reveals 
that the amount required is £P.45,845 including works added during 1933-34. The actual posi¬

The increase in the amount paid to Haifa Municipality as compared with the amount ori¬ 
ginally estimated is due to the fact that the temporary drainage scheme which was constructed 
in the reclaimed area at Haifa and necessitated by the construction of the Harbour Break-Water 
was not ready to be taken over by the Municipality on ist July, 1933. The plant was worked 
by the Public Works Department until 31st March, 1934; but until 30th June, 1932, the cost of 
maintenance of the plant was met from the vote for Haifa Harbour Works. It was decided to 
meet these charges by an additional grant-in-aid to the Municipality until 31st March, 1934. 

The unallocated amount of £^4,738 was held in reserve to meet an additional grant in res¬ 
pect of Tel-Aviv Hospital and an additional grant to Haifa Municipality in respect of the Import 
Duty on wheat and flour imported for distribution as relief; but neither of these proposals ma¬ 
terialised in 1933-34. 

Provision for Trans-Jordan Government’s share in the profits from currency under Item 25 
was exceeded by £P*2,843* As explained previously in this Report Palestine’s share in the pro¬ 
fits from currency was £P-90,ooo instead of an estimated sum of £P.50,ooo. Part of these profits 
is payable to the Trans-Jordan Government on the basis of the estimated average currency in 
circulation in each of the two territories (Palestine and Trans-Jordan) during the preceding year* 
On this basis, however, the Trans-Jordan Government claimed and was granted an increase in the 
percentage from 6.5°/© to 6.77°/o resulting in a total payment of £P.6,o93 in respect of that per¬ 
centage of £P*90,ooo. 

Payments in lieu of Tithes assigned to Private Waqfs under Item 31 fell below the estimate 
by £P.3,05i. The estimate was based on the amount of tithes collected during 1930, but the 
tithe remissions granted during the year under review resulted in smaller collections and conse¬ 
quent decrease in the payments to the Waqfs. The actual decrease was £P.4,6i9 as a payment 
of £P. 1,568 is included in 1933-34 which was not foreseen when the estimate was framed. The 
payment in question represents Government’s recognition of the rights of the Mustafa Lala Pasha 
Waqf to the tithes of certain villages transferred from Syria under the “Bon Voisinage" Agreement 
of 1923 and includes collections for the period ist January, 1924, to 28th February, 1934. 

Under Item 33 provision was made for refund of Import Duty to Trans-Jordan Government 
(£P.25,50 o) and for drawbacks in respect of goods imported by contractors for the use of the 
Military Forces in Palestine (£P.17,000). 

With regard to Trans-Jordan it should be pointed out that an arrangement was in force in 
order to avoid the establishment of Customs barriers between the two mandated countries, where¬ 
by Palestine paid to the Trans-Jordan Government a sum of £P.25,500 per annum representing 
the duty collected in Palestine on dutiable goods of foreign origin purchased by Trans-Jordan 
merchants in the markets of Palestine for consumption in Trans-Jordan. As soon as Trans-Jor¬ 
dan developed a direct trade in goods of foreign origin, transit facilities were granted on the 
understanding that Trans-Jordan would refund to Palestine the duty collected in Trans-Jordan on 
goods in transit while Palestine continued to pay to Trans-Jordan the amount originally agreed 
upon, viz, fP.25.500. 

As the Trans-Jordan trade developed, it was found necessary to investigate the trend of de¬ 
velopment in order to adjust the modus optrandi to existing conditions. Statistics supplied by 
Trans-Jordan showed that the Trans-Jordan trade had increased by approximately 25 # / 0 and that 
this increase was confined ,to the transit trade, while the non-transit trade between the two 
countries had remained practically stationary during the last five years. It was clear that under 
the arrangement then existing Palestine received the whole benefit of the development of the 
transit trqde, and that Trans-Jordan was refunding to Palestine duties to which Palestine could 
lay no legitimate claim. . _ 

It was therefore ^esol^Jed to base the payment to Trans-Jordan on the duty value of goods 
purchased by Trans-Jordan merchants in Palestine for consumption in Trans-Jordan, the amount 
of which had practically been constant, viz, £ P.17,000, and to allow Trans-Jordan to collect and 
retain the duty on goods of foreign origin imported into Trans-Jordan in transit through Pales¬ 
tine. In consequence the provision in the Estimates proved excessive since no more than 
£P.i 7,000 was payable to Trans-Jordan under the new arrangement- 
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The drawbacks in respect of goods for the use of Military Forces amounted to £P.7,483 
owing to direct importation by the Military Forces which enjoy exemption. 

The provision made under Item 36 for the Preparation, Translation and Printing of Legis¬ 
lation was only partly utilised and a saving of £P.2,43i was recorded at the 31st March, 1934* 
The work of revision is being undertaken in London by the Legal Draftsman and the translation 
and printing is being undertaken locally. Expenditure of £P.5ii was incurred during 1933-34 
on salaries of translators. The present revision takes in all legislation enacted prior to the ist 
January, 1934, and provision for completion of the work has been made in the Estimates for 
, 934*35- 



Congestion in the Port Area at Jaffa owing to the increased volume of trade led to the 
need for additional storage accommodation. The expenditure of £P. 1,500 under Item 42 was for 
compensation to the lessee of a site required for the storing of timber and for the demolition of 
existing unsuitable sheds. 

Item 47 covers compensation paid to the Jerusalem Municipality for the evacuation of a 
site near the new Rockefeller Museum occupied by the Municipal Abattoir and Incinerator, the 
removal of which was one of the conditions of Mr. Rockefeller’s gift Approval for this expend¬ 
iture was obtained in 1928 but payment was not effected owing to delay in evacuation by the 
Municipality and consequent delay in the transfer of the site to Gvemment 

Head XXXII. Railways—Under the Estimate £P. 58,456. 

43. The estimated deficit on the Railways was £P.i 17,715 and the amount finally charged 
to Expenditure was £P.59,259. This represents a very material improvement which is enhanced 
by the fact that a sum of £P.48,587 is included in the deficit in respect of the accumulated losses 
for previous years on the working of the Hejaz Railway.

In order to arrive at the deficit charged to Revenue the accounts of the Petah Tiqvah and 
Kantara—Rafa Railways are excluded as the surpluses are subject to special arrangements. In the 
case of the Petah Tiqvah Railway there is an obligation to pay interest to the colonists and to 
Government on their respective advances for the construction of the line. The surpluses in pre¬ 
vious years have been insufficient to pay this interest in full and at the 31st March, 1934, after 
distribution of the year's surplus there was an outstanding debt of £P-9,339 due as under

The agreement provides for the repayment to the colonists of the amount advanced 
(£E. 20,000) with interest at the rate of 6 # / 0 per annum but a prior charge exists in favour of the 
Government of Palestine in respect of interest on the excess cost of the line met by Government 
over the contribution by the colonists. That excess was £P.33,846. Any deficiency in the pay¬ 
ment of interest to Government, together with interest at 5®/, thereon, has first to be met before 
the claim of the colonists is due for payment and any deficiency in respect of such payment also 
bears interest at the rate of 5°/, per annum. The agreement further provides that after meeting 
the charges for interest the net surplus shall be set aside to repay the loan of £R.20,000 made 
by the colonists. The net surplus of £P« 1,707 was entirely absorbed in the payment of arrears of 
interest to Government and is included in the revenues of the Palestine Railway. 

# • ‘ 

Special arrangements were entered into regarding the Kantara-Rafa Railway with effect from 
the 1 st April, 1933. Prior to this date a moiety of the profits of the Railway was credited 
to the special (Renewals) Fund and a moiety of the profits was divided between His Majesty’s 
Government and the Palestine Railway in proportion to their capital interests in the Railway. 
This method of division entailed a special and complicated system of accounts to avoid which 
the General Manager proposed that the allocation of profits on a percentage basis should give 
way to a commuted payment on a rental basis. The rental basis was approved and a sum of 
£P. 4 ,ooo was agreed upon as the annual rent to be paid by the Palestine Railway for the user 
of the line subject to reconsideration at the end of three years. The profit of £ P.16,915 resulting 
from the operation of the Railway in 1933-34 was therefore divided equally between the Special 
(Renewals) Fund and the Palestine Railway. The revenue of the Palestine Railway therefore 
includes a sum of £P.8,457, a °d the expenditure includes a rental payment of £P.4,ooo on this 
account ; 

, The net deficit charged to Government Expenditure under Head XXXII was, therefore; 
£ P.59,259, consisting of the deficits on the Palestine and Hejaz Railways which were £P. 15,660 
and £ P-43,599 respectively. 


It cannot be claimed, however, that thia favourable result ia due to a permanent increase of 
traffic and the position of the Railways is such as to call for very serious consideration in view 
of increasing road competition and the need for considerable capital outlay and improvement in 
services if that competition is to be met. His Excellency the High Commissioner has, however, 
already convened a Committee to consider this question and solution of the problem must await 
consideration of the Committee s findings.

Goods traffic for the year yielded LP-335,642 or an increase of £ P. 40,3 59 over the previous year's re¬ 
ceipts. There was, however, a falling off in traffic to theexteotof 123,643 tons, but this wasduetothe 
falling off of stone and other traffic for the construction of the Harbour at Haifa, whic h is carried at 
specially low rates, and to a decrease in traffic obtained from the Iraq Petroleum Company. The 







decrease in this traffic was 306,205 tons on account of the Harbour and 3,810 tons on account 
of the Iraq Petroleum Company so that other merchandise showed an increase of 186,372 tons. 

Expenditure on the Palatine Railway includes a sum of £P, 40,000 for the Renewals Fund 
and a sum of £P. 156,458 for debt charges on the Railway portion of the Palestine 1942-67 
Loan. The total expenditure of the Railways on all Sections was £P. 680,143 118 compared with

The decrease of £ P.2 2,7 07 in expenditure is mainly attributable to reduction of expenditure 
on capital works under Abstract 4 Ff. Operation costs show a decrease of £P-3,293 which is off-set 
by the increased provision of £P.3^96 needed for debt charges by reason of the raising of the 
contribution of sinking fund charges from £1. 3. 4d. to £1. 6. 2d. per centum per annum. The 
increase under Abstract 4 C—Transportation Expenses—is due to heavier traffic and was mainly 
incurred on the purchase of coal.

There was an actual profit of £P. 4,988 on the year’s 
operations which served to reduce the total deficit from £P. 48,587 to £P. 43*599- Recurrent ex¬ 
penditure, however, showed an excess of £P. 5,988 over the expenditure for 1932-33 ^ net 

saving was effected on capital works under Abstract *F\ The excess on recurrent expenditure 
is mainly due to the revised method of allocation of overhead expenses which was introduced 
with effect from the 1st April, 1933, and which renders comparison with the previous year a 
matter of difficulty.

The Palestine Railway Renewals Fund opened the year with a balance of £P.9,22i and a 
further allocation from Revenue of £P. 40,000 was made to the account in 1933-34- Expenditure 
therefrom amounted to £P.33,882 of which £P.7,oo6 represented the completion of works left over 
from 1932-33. The balance in the account at the 31st March, 1934, was £P. 15,339. 

The Kantara—Rafa Railway Special Renewals Fund opened the year with a balance of 
£P.7 o, 443 and a moiety of the profits earned on the line amounting to £ P.8,45 7 was credited to 
the account at the 31st March, 1934. A further credit to the Fund was also effected to the 
extent of £ P.3 26 in respect of an adjustment of the value of certain second-hand materials taken 
over in previous years by the Palestine Railway. Against these credits, amounting in all to 
LP. 79,226 expenditure on renewals amounted to £P.ii,02i y thereby reducing the balance at the 
end of the year to £P.68,205.

Liabilities. 

Earthquake Relief Fund—-£P.7 i3. 

This represents the undistributed balance of contributions to the Earthquake Relief Fund. 
The increase offP.41.300 mils in the year 1933—34 is due to the transfer to this account of the 
unspent balance of the amount in the custody of the Director of Public Works for general main¬ 
tenance of Camps at Nablus, Ramleh and Lydda. \ 

Immigrants’ Guarantees — £P. 13,156. 

In order to prevent illegal immigration by travellers ostensibly entering Palestine as tourists, 
and in accordance with the discretion accorded to the Director of Immigration under the Immigra¬ 
tion Ordinance, 1933, travellers were required in certain cases to furnish guarantees, in the form 
of cash deposits, that they were not intending immigrants. These deposits are in some cases 
collected by British Consular or Passport Control Officers in the traveller’s country of domicile 
and in others at the port of entry in Palestine; they are forfeited if the traveller overstays the 
prescribed period of his stay in the country. The increase in the amount on deposit is due to 
the raising of the amount of the guarantee and to the extension of the categories from whom 
a deposit is demanded. In this connection it is relevant to observe that the balance shown in 
the accounts for the year only refers to the deposits taken locally. 

Insurance Companies’ Guarantee Deposits —£P. 12,834* 

This account is in respect of cash deposits by twelve Insurance Companies, under the Com¬ 
panies Ordinance, 1929. The amount is on fixed deposit with Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial 
and Overseas) and includes an amount of £P. 834 which represents, in four cases, the difference 
between the value of the securities deposited and the deposit required under the Companies 
Ordinance, 1929, viz, £P. 1,000. Apart from these deposits, securities given by fifty-one other 
Companies, are held on behalf of Government by the Bank of England, the Crown Agents for 
the Colonies and by Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas).

The account consists of the recovery of loans issued by the Ottoman Agricultural Bank, 
together with accrued interest, and collection of rents in respect of the Bank’s owned property 
after meeting the remuneration of the Liquidator and his staff, expenses of auditing the accounts 
of the liquidation and judicial expenses for recovering outstanding debts. 

The Liquidator’s accounts have now been completed and submitted. 

Palestine Archaeological Museum. 

The balance of the current account normally represents the difference between the interest 
received on the Endowment Fund and the cost of upkeep of the Museum, but in 1933—34 * 
sum of f P.14,000 was transferred to the Construction Account 

When Mr. John Rockefeller Jr. undertook to provide $2,000,000 for the cost of construction 
and endowment of the Museum it was estimated that the building would be completed in 1930 
and the gift was promised on the understanding that the last payment would be called for not 
later than the 1st January, 1931. Owing, however, to unforeseen difficulties construction did not 
proceed according to schedule and completion is, in fact, only now in sight. Nevertheless a sum 
of $1,000,000 was given for the creation of an Endowment Fund in November, 1929, and subse¬ 
quent building grants on a dollar basis were made from time to time with an extension of the 
period of call to the 1st January, 1933. 

Owing however to the fall in the value of sterling the dollar values of the building grants 
were considerably in excess of the original sterling equivalents; moreover the delay in construc¬ 
tion of the Museum had delayed the necessity for maintenance, and interest accrued on the en¬ 
dowment Fund owing to the reduction of maintenance costs during the period of construction, 
although certain expenditure was inevitably incurred on staff and research work in connection 
with the classification and arrangement of archaeological material, records and library. 

In view of these changes it was suggested that the original pledge should be replaced by a 
new arrangement which ultimately took the following form 

f U I * 

(a) the cost of construction of the Museum, originally estimated at £P.20o,ooo should be 
reduced to £ P.193,000. This was made possible by economies on certain items of equipment and 
fitting. 

(b) £P. 14,000 of the unexpended balance of the income derived from the Endowment Fund 
at the 31st March, 1934 should be transferred to the account for construction. 

(c) The Endowment Fund should be reduced by the amount required to complete cons¬ 
truction, after taking into account the sum of £P.i49,3o8 paid by Mr. Rockefeller on this account 
and the transfer of £ P.14,000 from the balance of the Current Account.

The amount received from Mr. Rockefeller was £P. 204,866. The increase in the amount 
standing to the credit of the account is due to profits on the sale of investments and the writ¬ 
ing up of investments at the 31st March, 1934 to mean market values. A statement of the in¬ 
vestments held is contained in Appendix IV. The amount necessary to complete construction 
will be found by the realisation of investments held on this account when Construction funds 
•re nearing exhaustion.__ 


Current Account. 


The total receipts on this account and the recurrent costs charged thereto since income 
first accrued are £P. 40,860 and £P. 26,422 respectively. A sum of £P. 14,000 has been trans¬ 
ferred to the Construction Account and the balance in hand at the 31st March, 1934, is £P. 438. 

Sir Ellis Kadoorie Bequest. 

The Sir Ellis Kadoorie Bequest is for the construction and the endowment of Agricultural 
Training Schools at Tulkarm and Mount Tabor. The total amount received was £P. 121,551. 
The funds bequeathed were invested pending commencement of the work of construction and at 
the 31st March, 1934, they had been augmented by a net sum of £P. 56,689 in respect of profits 
arising from sales of investments held by the Crown Agents and by interest. The bequest was 
made to His Majesty's Government and investments and transactions relating thereto are not 
recorded in the accounts of the Government of Palestine but the funds required for construction 
and maintenance of the schools are released by the Crown Agents for the Colonies, acting on 
behalf of the Trustees, as required. The amount so released by the 31st March, 1934, was

wing to the school buildings at a cost of £ P.3,600 to accommodate 30 additional students as 
boarders, and the balance will purchase and lay out a further area of land at a cost of £P.2,ooo 
and provide a sum of £ P.1,400 for alterations to the present building.

Jaffa Port Improvements.

The amount available for Jaffa Port Improvements is therefore approximately £P. 103,000 
and as the estimated cost of the work is £P. 148,000 it is at present estimated that a sum of 
£ P.45,000 will require to be found from surplus balances. The exact amount will not be known 
until the accounts of the Harbour Works are closed and the amount to be credited to the work 
is known in respect of the disposal value of stores and plant transferred to the Oil Dock Works 
at Haifa, Jaffa Port Improvements, Government Departments and of sales; but present indications 
are that these credits will reduce the cost of the Harbour to a figure below the estimate of 
£P. 1,250,000 originally furnished by the Consulting Engineers.

Haipa Harbour Construction. 

The sum provided for the construction of the Harbour at Haifa was £P. 1,250,000 but fur¬ 
ther accessory works and services were required which raised the estimated cost to £P. 1,257,270 
subsequently reduced to £P. 1,256,270 by the saving of £P«5,ooo on provision made for the hire 
of tugs, and by the addition of £P 4,000 for fees to the Consulting Engineers. This estimate is, 
however, as already explained, susceptible of reduction by the value of Plant and Stores transfer¬ 
red or sold. In addition to the construction costs, however, other expenditure is chargeable to 
the account in respect of the cost of two tugs (£P.24,268) and the construction of roads in the 

reclaimed area (£P.3,ooo) savings for which are being found from the provision made for the 

construction of Government Offices. At the 31st March, 1934, the amount available from the 

approved Loan provision was £P.82^&93 expenditure should shortly come to an end.

“The provision of £.200,000 for agricultural credits will enable the Government of Palestine 
assist m a scheme for the provision of long-term loans to Arab and Jewish cultivators 
the plains and to graat long-term loans to Arab cultivators in the hill districts. 


“The construction of an oil-berth and the scheme for land reclamation 
export of oil from the Iraq Petroleum Company's pipeline terminus 
is are being carried out under agreement with the Company. 


“The item “Public buildings” includes £156,000 for the construction of a new Post Office 
and Telephone Exchange at Jerusalem and £106,000 for the provision of school accommoda¬ 
tion for Arab children, the deficiency of which is serious.

“The Public Debt of Palestine consists at present of a loan of £4475,000 raised in 1927 
under the guarantee of His Majesty’s Government The Palestine and East Africa Loans Act of 
1926, which authorised the guarantee, provided that the principal and interest should form a 
first charge on the general revenues and assets of the territory. The principal and interest 
of the loan to be raised under the present Bill will accordingly form a second charge upon 
those revenues and assets. 




'he financial resources of Palestine are adequate, in the opinin of His Majesty’s 
Government, to provide for the service of the proposed loan. It may be anticipated there¬ 
fore that: His Majesty’s Government will not be called upon to implement their guarantee.” 


It has been asked why Government should wish to raise a loan in view of the large sur¬ 
plus balances held. It should therefore be explained that the terms and conditions on which the 
loan can be raised will be less onerous by reason of the guarantee by His Majesty’s Government 
of interest and sinking fund charged; and at current money rates the present time is opportune 
for raising the Loan. The increases in revenue receipts of last year are due to conditions which 
may or may not continue; and it would be imprudent to expend those receipts on capital expend¬ 
iture at the sacrifice of a prudent provision to ensure future maintenance of essential services. 
The total annual charges of the Loan and the expenses of its administration will not exceed, 
and may fall below, the current average yield of the stock held by Government. Moreover under 
the provisions of the Colonial Development Act 1929, grants are being furnished by the Colonial 
Development Fund by way of assistance towards meeting the interest charges on the capital 
costs of certain of the schemes, viz

It is hoped that similar grants may be obtained in respect of the interest on the capital 
costs of the Haifa Drainage and Water Schemes when these have been determined. 

Works under the Loan Schedule. 

Final details of the scheme for Haifa Drainage and Water Supplies have yet to be settled 
and negotiations are still being conducted regarding the formation of the Land Mortgage Company. 

Re settlement of Landless Arabs. 

This scheme embraces 889 families and the original intention was that Government should 
effect re settlement by purchasing and leasing land and placing the Arabs thereon as Government 
tenants. It was also hoped that the issue of long-term loans to approved landowners would induce 
them to employ a certain number of landless Arabs and later to allot holdings to them. This 
scheme, however, proved abortive as it was not possible to acquire sufficient land on lease and 
the loan scheme was unpopular. Resort has been had therefore, of necessity, to direct purchase.

Land for the settlement of 90 families of the Northern Section of the Wadi Hawareth 
Arabs has been acquired at Tel-Esh-Shauk and Ashrafiyat Rushdi in the Beisan Sub-District at 
a cost of £P. 25,373, the extent of the land being some 5,514 metric dunums. A further pur¬ 
chase of 4,423 metric dunums was also made for the benefit of the remaining 109 families of 
the Tribe at a cost of £P. 20,166. 

After the land in the Beisan Sub-District had been ploughed and sown the Northern Sec¬ 
tion refused to take it up and a loss of LP. 1,657 was incurred on the scheme. The Tribe 
now ask to be allowed to settle on State Domain of Basset-Sheikh-Muhammad in the Tulkarm 
Sub-District and Government is considering the proposal. 

Measures have been taken to provide for the Arab Zubeid by the provision of a camping 

site in the Safad Sub-District and by the issue of loans for seed and implements at a total cost 

of £P. 300 but this expenditure falls into 1934-35. ' 

Further lands were also purchased to the extent of 8,263 metric dunums at a cost of 

£P. 27,702 of which £P. 23,143 had been spent at the 31st March, 1934, making a total expend¬ 

ed on land purchase of £P. 68,682 sufficient for the re-settlement of 402 families. Of the total 
so purchased 11,549 dunums pre in the Beisan and 6,652 dunums in the Jenin Sub-Districts. 

A sum of £P. 250 was also expended on preliminaries in the purchase of land in the Hule 
Basin and £P. 20 on payments for services rendered by negotiators but the project was subse¬ 
quently abandoned; while £P. 11 was paid for services rendered by outside parties in connection 
with the purchase of the Beisan lands. 

In view of the refusal of the Wadi Hawareth Arabs to accept the land offered it was de¬ 
cided to settle 50 families on the Tel-Esh-Shauk estate on an experimental scale at an estimated 
cost of £P. 11,278. This cost, however, includes the purchase price of the land and its develop* 
ment which is covered by the capital cost already shown. Additional expenditure was incurred 
during March, 1934, on the salary of a Manager and on irrigation layout to the extent of £P. 15.

The net result of the year's operations has been the acquisition of land sufficient in area to 
allow of re-settlement of 402 Arab families; the acquisition of a camping site for 68 families of 
the Arab Zubeid; the preparation of an estate of 5,514 metric dunums which has been rejected, 
and the commencement of a scheme for the settlement of 50 families in Beisan Sub-District Con¬ 
sideration is also being given to the proposal to settle the Northern Section of the Wadi Hawa- 
reth Arabs on state domains at Basset-Sheikh-Muhammad in the Tulkarm Sub-District. 

Jerusalem Water Supply. 

This scheme provides for the enlargement of the reservoir at Romema to a total capacity 
of 20,000 cubic metres of water; the construction of a reservoir at Ras-el-Ain with a capacity 
of 5,000 cubic metres together with permanent wells and softening plant; three smaller reservoirs 
each of 3,000 cubic metres capacity at Latrun, Bab-el-Wad and Seris, together with the necessary 
pumping stations at each; the pipe line required to convey the water over a distance of 62V1 
kilometres to Jerusalem; a further reservoir at Mar Elias; the distribution main in the City of 
Jerusalem and the necessary accessories, i.e. land, quarters, etc. 

The present supplies are obtained from a number of springs in the neighbourhood of the 
city and these will be abandoned when the new scheme is completed. 

• 1 | * t i . A # , 

The new supply is estimated to provide 1,344,000 gallons of water in 14 hours pumping or 
2,304,000 gallons in 24 hours which will suffice for a consumption of from to to 15 gallons per 
head of population per diem. 

During 1933-34 a sum of £P. 58,983 was expended on the purchase of pipes, etc. and on 
preliminary measures in preparation for the execution of the scheme. 

It is proposed that the Municipality shall take over the water as it leaves the Romema 
reservoir and that the Municipality shall supply the water to consumers, Government’s charge to 
the Municipality being based on the capital and recurrent costs of the scheme. 

Jerusalem Drainage Scheme. 

This scheme is regarded as a necessary preliminary to the provision of an adequate water 
supply. For sewerage purposes the Jerusalem area is divided into the Eastern and Western sys¬ 
tems of which the former is the more urgent. The present scheme embraces a large part of the 
Eastern and part of the Western system and takes in the whole of the area draining the valleys 
of the Kedron and Hinnom as far west as the natural watershed of the Judean hills where that 
watershed divides the town, and includes the Jaffa road and its environs. 

Two main sewers are proposed, one in the Kedron Valley and the other in the Hinnom 
Valley. The former will connect up with the north-west drainage system, picking up the ancient 
city sewer at St Stephen’s Gate, and the latter will extend from the top of the Jaffa road and serve 
the greater part of the developing districts to the south and west of the City, picking up the 
ancient main sewer from the Old City; and both, together with the contributory street sewers, 
will drain the whole of the Eastern watershed of the City to a point near Job’s Well at the 
Junction of the Valleys of Kedron add Hinnom, proceeding thence to the sewage disposal works 
in the Wadi Aiyoub where it is proposed to recover the sewage for agricultural purposes and to 
use the effluent for irrigation purposes. 

A part of the scheme costing £P. 40,000 is approaching completion by the Municipality, to 
whom the necessary funds have been advanced, and the expenditure of £P. 29,523 during 1933-34 
was incurred solely on this account jn respect of disposal works in the Eastern area. 

Hebron Water Supply. / 

The scheme provides for the taking of water from the Ain-el-Dilbeh and for the cost of 
pumping it to and distributing it from a newly constructed reservoir. The estimate of cost is 
£P. 10,000, covering the purchase and installation of engine and pump, 8,750 yards of piping, 
excavation of springs, construction of reservoirs, engine houae and watchman’s hut, together with 
the necessary incidental expenditure on plans, wayleaves, etc. 

The present position in Hebron is that when the cisterns in the houses are empty, which 
normally occurs about July or August, the water of Birkit Sultan (a kind of primitive open 
reservoir holding 2,000,000 gallons and filled in winter from surface water after it has traversed 
the ground) is distributed by insanitary methods. 

The proposed reservoir will contain about 110,000 gallons of water and a sufficient supply 
is available from Ain-el-Dilbeh to keep the reservoir filled. 



Watrr Supply Schemes. 


A total sum of £P. 73,000 is to be utilised on water supply schemes but the work is divid¬ 
ed into three categories, viz> 

£P, 

I. A survey of the country’s water resources 6,000 

II. Underground water investigations 22,000 

III. Improvement of village water supplies 45,000 

Work under the first category is entrusted to the Director of Surveys who is now engaged 
on a hydrographic survey of Palestine and investigating the possibilities of irrigation by means 
of improved supplies. A certain amount of preliminary survey work has already been carried 
out by the Director of Public Works and this expenditure has reduced the cost of the full 
scheme, which was originally estimated at £P. 7,856. A sum of £P. 669 was expended during 

1933 - 34 - 

Under the second category it is proposed to sink forty-three bores in specified areas in 
order to ascertain whether underground water exists suitable for irrigation in regard to quantity 
and quality. The programme is estimated to require three years for completion with three well- 
boring plants, one of which is already in possession of the Department of Public Works. 

Where water in adequate quantities is found it is proposed that villagers benefiting from 
such supplies shall share the cost over a period of five years from the date of completion of the 

bore together with interest at 5 per cent, per annum. 

Under the third category it is proposed to explore the possibilities of improving existing 
supplies by the protection of spring heads, construction of and repairs to reservoirs, the supply 
of pumps, piping and concrete for canalisation, the repair of existing cisterns and the repair and 
increase of collecting arras of cisterns. The greater part of the provision is needed in the 

hill country. 

It is proposed to recover one-half of the cost of the scheme from villagers in annual 
instalments, together with interest at 5 per cent, per annum, over a period of five years from 
the completion of the scheme. 

Owing to the severe water shortage last year emergency relief measures were undertaken 
from the funds provided under Head XXX, item 94, at a cost of £P. 5,805. 

Long-term Loans fot Hill Areas. 

The provision of £P. 50,000 inserted in the Loan Schedule is intended to provide hill 

cultivators with funds for land and agricultural development It is proposed that these loans shall 
be distributed directly by Government and shall bear interest at the same rate as that to be charged 
by the proposed Land Investment Company. Owing to the absence in many cases of titles to 
land the proposed Land Investment Company were unable to make such loans. 

Haifa Oil Dock. ; 

I 

The provision of £P. 150,000 for the construction of an Oil Dock for the Iraq Petroleum 
Company at Haifa and £P. 60,000 for the reclamation of an adjacent area required by the 
Company in connection with the use of the dock has been made on the condition that the 
Company shall pay to Government fixed charges per ton on all oil loaded within the dock into 
the Company’s vessels or into vessels within their anchorage by sea lines subject to a minimum 
annual payment of £P. 30,600. The Company will also be required to take a lease of the reclaimed 
area on terms which will compensate Government for the cost of reclamation. 

Work was commenced on this scheme in the Autumn of 1933 and a sum of £P. 75,624 
had been spent at the 31st March, 1934. The original estimates of cost were £P. 150,000 for the 
Dock and £P.60,000 for the reclaimed area; but the revised estimates of cost are £P. 160,000 
and £P. 66,000 respectively and, as it is not possible at this date to point to savings under other 
items of the Loan Schedule, it may be necessary to complete the work from surplus balances. 

Government Arab College. 

I The construction of this College was urged in 1928 but owing to financial stringency and 
pressure of work no progress was made with the scheme except for „ the purchase of a site and 
a certain amount of material. The site has since been allotted for the accommodation of married 
quarters for non-commissioned officers of the Infantry Battalion stationed at Jerusalem and the 
land previously earmarked for the Police Training School has been allotted to the College. The 
materials were utilised on other works. 


The building in which the College is now housed is leased at an annual rental of £P. 736; 
it is overcrowded, unsuitable and is without playing fields. It would have been condemned had 
not the Director of Education contemplated the early provision of new premises. 

The full requirements of the College would involve expenditure amounting to £P. 45,000 
but its immediate needs can be met by the expenditure of £P. 27,000 leaving completion of the 
building as a charge against surplns balances as funds permit. 

Govrrnmbnt Schools in Towns. 

The scheme for Government Schools in Towns provides at present for the construction of 
nine new Schools Of which four will be in Jerusalem, three in Jaffa and two in Haifa. It is 
hoped eventually to construct twelve schools —four in each of the towns named—but firm estimates 
are not yet available regarding the cost of land and buildings and it will not be possible, therefore, 
to determine the full programme on the funds available until some measure of progress has been 
made with the first part of the scheme. 

The full scheme provides for the acquisition of sites for schools to provide 7,360 places (of 
which 3,360 are in respect of replacements in existing unsuitable hired buildings and 4,000 
places are for new pupils in the future under the school expansion scheme) and for the 
construction of buildings for the nucleus of twelve schools to provide approximately for 4,000 
to 6,000 places.

Any future recurrent expenditure involved in the schemes must be met without assistance from 
public funds. 

Government Technical and Trade School. 

The provision of £P. 40,000 for the construction and equipping of a Technical School is 
intended for the purpose of affording instruction in the following trades 

(a) Fitters and turners, including machinists and rivetters. Some of these will later on be 
trained as motor mechanics ; 
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(b) Smiths, etc. including blacksmiths, coppersmiths, tinsmiths, plumbers and welders; 

(c) Woodworkers, including upholsterers, patternmakers, joiners, carpenters and painters; 

(d) Electricians, including linemen, cablejointers; 

(e) Builders, including masons, tile and drain layers, but excluding woodworkers. 

The school is destined for Haifa and will provide instruction to 90 pupils of whom 70 will 
be boarders. It is not proposed to levy a fee for tuition but it will be necessary to charge a 
small sum to cover the cost of board. The recurrent costs of the school will be met from 
Revenue under the votes of the Department of Education. 

Jbrusalem Post Opfice. 

The new Post Office has been designed to contain all branches of the Department which 
are at present accommodated in hired buildings. It also includes the cost of a new telephone exchange. 

The estimated cost of the site for and the construction of the Post Office, including the 
necessary fittings and furniture is £P. 112,000; the main exchange equipment is estimated to 
cost £P. 3 2,000 and the subscribers’ apparatus £P. 12,000. A sum of £P. 14,863 was spent 
in 1933*34, covering the cost of the site and commencement of the work. 

Owing to the rapid development of the telephone service it has been necessary to provide 
for an exchange with an initial capacity of 2,200 lines and an ultimate capacity of from 3,500 to 
4,000 lines. The service is remunerative and the new installation will enable considerable savings 

to be effected in operating costs. 

CONCLUSION. 

47. The revenue collections for 1934-35 show no sign of abatement as compared with 
those of 1933-34 although it is early yet to estimate whether the present rate of collections will 
continue throughout the year. The revenue for 1934-35 was estimated on figures available in 
November last at £P.3,482,655; but there is every indication that this estimate will be exceeded. 
If prevailing conditions continue it is not unlikely that the total revenue for the year will be in 
the neighbourhood of £P. 4,250,000. It must be borne in mind, however, that if existing econo¬ 
mic conditions continue, it may be necessary to expend large capital sums on the further devel¬ 
opment of the Haifa Harbour, the Railways, Roads, etc.
